During  the  1976-1977  school  year,  Concord  College 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  saw  and  experienced  the 
worst  winter  in  decades.  An  ever-present  blanket  of 
snow  embraced  the  campus  during  much  of  the  win¬ 
ter,  resulting  in  fun-filled  days  of  sleigh  riding  and 
snowballing.  However,  sub-zero  temperatures,  slick 
sidewalks  and  highways,  cold  dormitories,  and  cold 
classrooms  accompanied  the  snow  in  its  conquer  of 
our  college  community. 
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As  winter  wore  on,  the  threat  of  a  natural  gas 
shortage  emerged.  On  January  31,  1977,  Columbia 
Gas  and  The  Federal  Power  Commission  ordered 
the  college  to  close  immediately  for  a  one-week 
period.  President  Freeman  extended  the  break 
to  two  weeks,  cancelling  the  spring  break 
and  adding  one  week  to  the  scheduled  ending  of 
the  spring  semester.  Operation  of  the  college  re¬ 
sumed  on  February  14. 

Sleigh  rides,  snowballs,  cold  classrooms,  an  energy 
crisis,  and  a  sudden  two-week  break  made  the 
winter  of  1977  a  winter  to  remember.
